Ttta rule ol fairness long ago 
demanded that a man accused of 
crime, especially of a capital offense, 
should be given the benefit of all the 
doubts, concerning his guilt, and that 
he should be convicted only by the 
unanimous verdict of a jury of twelve 
ol his peurs. 
; The declaration of The Standard Is 
all the more remarkable from the fact 
that it reverses the judgment of time 
and experience "in murder trials at 
least," and would presumably retain 
the requirement of a unanimous ver- 
dict in cises of assault and battery 
and civil actions for debts of 5S.SD up.
